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VALUE  ADDED  TAX 

No  final  decision  has  yet  been  reached  as  to  the  exact  application  of  VAT  to 
sales  of  coins  and  medals  sold  by  dealers  or  by  auction.  A  committee  from  the 
numismatic  trade  are  still  engaged  in  making  representations  to  H.M.  Customs  and 
Excise  at  the  time  of  going  to  press,  and  it  is  hoped  that  legislation  or  ministerial 
decisions  will  clarify  the  position  within  the  next  two  or  three  weeks.  It  is  expected 
that  some  concessions  to  numismatic  sales  may  be  made  such  as  have  been  granted 
to  the  fine  arts  and  antiques  trade  and  that  legal  tender  coin  will  be  exempt.  Details 
will  be  given  in  our  April  Bulletin  that  is  published  towards  the  end  of  March. 


THE  BRITISH  NUMISMATIC  TRADE  ASSOCIATION 

At  a  meeting  of  coin  and  medal  dealers  and  auctioneers  held  on  19th  January, 
called  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  application  of  VAT  to  the  numis¬ 
matic  trade,  it  was  decided  to  form  a  new  trade  association  to  be  known  as  the 
British  Numismatic  Trade  Association.  A  small  steering  committee  has  been  set  up 
under  the  chairmanship  of  P.  J.  Seaby  and  will  report  back  in  due  course  with 
recommendations  regarding  membership  and  constitution.

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JOHN  THELWALL,  ORATOR

Collectors  of  18th  century  political  tokens  are  familiar  with  those  bearing  the 
names  of  Hardy,  Tooke  and  Thelwall  coupled  with  those  of  the  counsel  who  de¬ 
fended  them  at  their  trial  for  high  treason  in  1794.  Some  tokens  also  record  the  names 
of  the  twelve  jurymen  who  acquitted  them  of  the  crime  of  which  they  were  charged. 
Biographies  of  Hardy  and  Tooke  have  appeared  in  recent  issues  of  the  Bulletin  and 
we  now  complete  the  trio  with  a  brief  account  of  Thelwall,  whose  name  also  appears 
on  a  number  of  London  halfpenny  tokens. 

John  Thelwall  was  born  in  London  in  1764  and  after  spending  some  time  in  the 
study  of  law,  relinquished  it  for  literature.  He  published  a  volume  of  poems  and 
became  editor  of  a  magazine  but  it  was  as  a  lecturer  that  he  made  his  reputation  as  a 
bold  political  orator.  He  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  London  Corresponding 
Society  which  had  as  its  main  object  parliamentary  reform,  but  the  tone  and  language 
of  this  Radical  movement  was  that  of  revolutionary  France  and  the  fact  that  this 
society  kept  up  a  correspondence  with  the  National  Assembly  in  Paris  and  with 
various  Jacobin  clubs  created  an  atmosphere  of  panic  and  as  we  have  seen  the 
Government  took  repressive  action  against  the  leaders. 

It  was  the  custom  of  the  lecturers  to  obtain  their  material  from  the  classic  authors, 
Plutarch’s  Lives  being  a  favourite,  and  frequent  allusions  were  made  to  those  Romans 
who  had  liquidated  a  tyrannic  ruler.  Thelwall  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  Greek  and 
Roman  history  as  his  subject  and  by  an  ingenious  twist  making  it  reflect  on  living 
persons  and  current  events. 

After  his  acquittal  he  retired  to  Wales  and  became  a  tutor  in  elocution.  In  the  cure 
of  stammering  he  was  highly  successful  and  communicated  some  valuable  papers 
upon  the  subject  to  medical  journals.  He  died  at  Bath  in  1834.

ADDENDA 

In  response  to  my  article,  some  new  types  have  emerged,  as  well  as  many  examples  of 
those  already  described.  All  are  listed  here  to  give  some  idea  of  the  relative  scarcity  of  the 
various  countermarks.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  examples  of  numbers  1.8  and  2.11, 
known  to  Waters  and  Duffield,  have  turned  up.  An  unusual  item  reported  by  Christopher 
Brunei  is  pears’  |  soap  on  an  Italian  10  centesimi — the  first  instance  known  to  me  of  this 
countermark  on  a  coin  other  than  French  10  or  5  centime  pieces.

Notes  on  the  Issuers  of  Countermarked  Advertisement  Tickets 

1.  LONDON 

Braham 

Frank  Braham  was  the  Postmaster  at  Tabernacle  Square  Post  Office,  E.C.  and  made 
machinery  for  perforating  the  initials  of  firms  and  others  on  all  kinds  of  revenue  and  postage 
stamps  as  a  safeguard  against  theft.  Such  perforations  also  served  as  advertisements.  Cost  was 
Id.  per  sheet.  Perforating  of  postage  stamps  to  prevent  theft  was  recommended  by  the  Post 
Office  in  the  Post  Office  Guide  and  is  still  practised  to  a  limited  extent.  Braham’s  advertisement 
appears  1882-5;  similar  advertisements,  slightly  earlier  appear  for  Francis  A.  Hancock  of 
Wood  St.  Post  Office  and  Steam  Printing  Works,  Moor  Lane  E.C. 

In  the  London  street  directories,  Frank  Braham  appears  as  follows:  perforating  press 
maker  51  Hoxton  Sq.  N(1882),  51  Hoxton  Sq.  and  8  Tabernacle  St.  E.C.  (1883-4),  51  Hoxton 
Sq.  and  142  Tabernacle  St.  E.C.  (1885);  perforating  press  maker  and  perforator  (initial)  of 
postage  stamps  51  Hoxton  Sq.  N  and  93  Tabernacle  St.  (1886-90)  (91  Tabernacle  St.  in  1891); 
91  Tabernacle  St.  and  47  Rivington  St.  E.C.  (1892-4),  91  Tabernacle  St.  and  11  Rivington 
St.  (1895-8),  91  Tabernacle  St.  and  works,  Rivington  St.  (1899-1901). 

Clapham  Observer 

The  Clapham  Observer,  Tooting  and  Balham  Times  was  founded  in  1868  by  William 
Baldwin  and  is  still  in  progress.  Issue  No.  50  appeared  on  May  1st,  1869.  A  weekly  paper, 
the  Clapham  Observer  was  printed  and  published  by  Baldwin  from  his  office  at  152  Manor 
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St.,  Clapham  S.W.  from  1868  until  at  least  1889.  By  1893  his  premises  were  at  65  High  Street, 
Clapham,  and  were  still  there  when  William  Baldwin  died  about  1903.  For  an  account  of 
Baldwin  see  “William  Baldwin,  late  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  Clapham  Observer’’,  by 
Rev.  Arthur  Mursell  (1903).  The  paper  was  still  in  the  family  in  1922 — Edmund  Baldwin, 
printer  and  publisher,  83  High  Street,  Clapham — but  was  sold  shortly  afterwards.  It  is  now 
owned  by  South  London  News  Group  Ltd.,  a  member  of  the  United  Newspapers  Limited 
Group,  News  Buildings,  Crystal  Palace,  S.E.19. 

It  is  not  possible  to  be  precise  about  the  date  of  the  countermark,  which  seems  more  likely 
to  have  been  used  in  a  promotional  campaign  in  the  1880’s  rather  than  to  mark  the  paper’s 
debut  in  1868. 

Drew 

The  first  entry  I  have  found  for  this  firm  in  the  London  street  directories  is  for  William 
George  Drew,  wholesale  biscuit  maker,  166,  167,  201  Shadwell  High  St.,  E.  (1855-6). Sub¬ 
sequent  entries  are:  licensed  victuallers’  biscuit  baker  166  &  167  Shadwell  High  St.  (1857-9), 
165,  166  &  167  Shadwell  High  St.  (1861).  By  1870  the  firm  had  become  Drew  and  Son,  and 
in  1880,  still  at  the  same  address,  were  described  as  manufacturers  of  biscuits  &c.  for  licensed 
victuallers,  hotel  proprietors  and  refreshment  contractors.  From  the  early  ‘80’s,  the  entry  isa 
“biscuit  manufacturers”,  and  it  is  probably  from  this  period  that  the  countermark  dates.' 
The  only  piece  known  to  me  is  in  a  French  collection;  I  assume  an  apostrophe  either  exists 
or  was  intended  after  “son”. 

By  1891.  Drew  and  Son,  biscuit  manufacturers,  were  at  181  Queen  Victoria  St.  E.C.  and 
165-7  Shadwell  High  St.,  and  Meredith  and  Son,  biscuit  manufacturers,  were  at  69  Christian 
St.,  Commercial  Rd.  East,  E.  In  1892  the  entry  is  for  the  now  familiar  Meredith  and  Drew, 
181  Queen  Victoria  St.  and  165-7  Shadwell  High  St.  Later  addresses  are  165-7  Shadwell 
High  St.  (1900),  158-9,  163-70  Shadwell  High  St.  (1907-10),  158-170  Shadwell  High  St. 
(1915),  158-178  (1921),  158-174  (1930),  The  Highway,  E.l.  (1949-53),  Murray  House  43/46 
Beach  St.,  Barbican  E.C. 2.  (1967-71).  The  firm  now  form  part  of  United  Biscuits  (Holdings) 
Ltd.  of  Edinburgh  and  have  no  knowledge  or  record  of  the  countermark. 

Girdler 

Since  this  countermark  consists  of  a  name  only,  i.e.  no  trade  or  town,  it  is  difficult  to  be 
completely  certain  about  its  attribution.  However,  the  circumstantial  evidence  is  fairly  con¬ 
vincing:  of  89  Girdlers  in  the  current  GPO  telephone  directories,  15  are  in  the  London  Postal 
Area.  11  in  north  east  Surrey,  8  in  Guildford,  18  in  Reading,  and  5  elsewhere  in  the  London 
area — the  remaining  49  U.K.  directories  producing  only  32  entries.  London  is  thus  a  strong 
probability. 

The  London  street  directories  for  the  period  1870-1920  show  a  maximum  of  6  and  minimum 
of  2  Girdlers  in  any  one  year.  There  is  only  one  A.  T.  Girdler,  as  follows:  Arthur  Thomas 
Girdler,  Chemist,  16  Deptford  Broadway,  S.E.  (1873-7),  Dentist,  at  same  address  (1878-80); 
Dentist,  59  Deptford  High  St.  S.E.  (1881-3),  Dentist  469  New  Cross  Rd.  S.E.  (1884-99), 
439  New  Cross  Rd.  (1900-21). 

It  is  not  possible  to  assign  the  countermark  to  any  particular  period  of  Girdler’s  activity, 
which  covers  nearly  50  years. 

“Daily”  i 

The  use  of  paper  labels  on  coins  was  considered  a  cheap  and  effective  form  of  advertising" 
in  the  1880’s.  They  were  usually  employed  on  British  pennies  and  halfpennies  as  the  general 
view  was  that  a  paper  label,  which  could  be  easily  removed,  was  not,  unlike  a  countermark,  a 
contravention  of  the  Coinage  Offences  Act  of  1861.  The  Mint  would  not  admit  this,  and 
referred  various  enquirers  between  April  1880  and  April  1884  to  the  Act  without  expressing 
a  legal  opinion.  Inevitably,  few  of  these  paper  labels  have  survived.  Although  the  “Daily” 
probably  belongs  to  the  early  1880’s,  no  firm  or  building  identifiable  as  such  has  been  found 
in  the  London  directories  1870-1900.

4.  UNATTRIBUTED 
Cabane 

It  is  surprising  and  disappointing  that  it  has  not,  thus  far,  proved  possible  to  attribute  this 
interesting  countermark.  The  piece  was  obtained  “with  a  large  quantity  of  worn  Victorian 
pennies  from  a  scrap  metal  dealer”  in  the  London  area. 

However,  there  is  no  trace  of  any  Cabane  or  C.  A.  Bane  in  the  London  street  directories 
1856-1915,  London  suburban  directories  1880-1908,  or  in  the  Catalogues  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  Store  1880-1908.

Frank  Cox,  chemist,  is  listed  under  Woking  in  Kelly’s  Surrey  directory  for  1887,  but  no 
address  is  shown.  He  does  not  appear  in  the  issues  for  1878,  1882,  1890  or  1891.  Arthur  Cox, 
storekeeper  and  general  dealer  was  at  Ripley,  Woking  station  in  1882 — an  address  previously 
occupied  (1878)  by  a  chemist.

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Forgeries  of  the  “Ceylon  Man”  Coins.  I  have  read  with  much  interest  in  the  last 
September  Bulletin  the  article  of  R.  Plant  on  “The  ‘Ceylon  Man’  Type”. 

It  proved  very  useful  to  ascribe  some  coins  of  the  Kings  of  Kandy  I  had  previously  bought 
in  Colombo.  Among  them  I  have  found  two  pieces  of  vijaya  bahu  and  bhuvanaika  bahu 
which  are  obviously  counterfeited,  being  cast  in  a  low  quality  metal  easily  breakable.  The 
result  is  far  from  perfect  as  it  can  be  seen  by  matching  the  forgeries  (Plate  17,  fig.  la  and  2a) 
with  the  genuine  coins  (fig.  lb  and  2b). 

These  forgeries  are  in  all  likelihood  ancient,  the  actual  price  of  this  type  of  money  on  the 
local  market  (one  ceylonese  rupee  =  about  5  pence)  being  too  low  to  promote  counterfeiting. — 
Dr.  Henri  Arroyo,  Toulon ,  France. 

“Ballock”  and  the  Dalkey  Gold  Rush.  I  read  with  interest  the  article  by  C.  S.  Briggs 
and  Michael  Dolley  about  the  find  of  a  hoard  of  coins  of  Eadgar  at  “Ballock”.  They  mention 
that  this  could  possibly  be  the  same  find  as  that  recorded  at  Dalkey  in  1838. 

It  could,  indeed,  for  it  is  not  necessary  to  go  twenty-five  miles  North  to  place  “Ballock”  at 
Ballough  near  Lusk.  It  is  only  a  few’  minutes  walk  from  Dalkey  to  the  small  harbour  known  as 
Bullock  Harbour  since  at  least  as  far  back  as  1346. 

Weston  St.  J.  Joyce  in  his  book  “The  Neighbourhood  of  Dublin”,  published  about  1885 
and  reprinted  1939  and  1971,  mentions  a  gold  rush  at  Dalkey  in  1834,  sparked  off  by  rumours 
of  buried  treasure,  followed  by  a  building  boom  in  the  area. 

Was  it  perhaps  an  unreported  find  of  coins  that  started  the  rumour  in  the  first  place  ?  We 
shall  probably  never  know,  but  we  can  be  certain  of  one  thing — that  between  1834  and  1840 
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there  was  enough  upheaval  in  the  soil  of  the  Dalkey /Bullock  area  to  turn  up  not  one  but  hordes 
of  hoards. — A.  C.  Ganter,  Dublin  6.

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Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  held  on 
19th  December,  with  Dr.  Colin  M.  Kraay,  President, 
in  the  Chair,  the  President  presented  the  Parkes  Weber 
Prize  jointly  to  Mr.  S.  Cope  for  his  essay  on  “Statistical 
Methods  in  Numismatics”  and  to  Mr.  M.  Blackburn 
for  his  essay  on  “The  Mint  of  Watchet”. 

Dr.  J.  P.  C.  Kent  read  a  paper  on  “The  find  of 
Sceattas  at  Aston  Rowant  (Oxon)”.  Dr.  Kent  described 
the  192  pieces  in  the  hoard.  He  discussed  the  significance 
of  the  find-spot  in  relation  to  other  English  finds  of 
sceattas  and  compared  the  composition  of  the  hoard 
with  those  of  contemporary  French  treasures.  He  con¬ 
sidered  the  metrology  of  the  find  in  the  context  of  the 
8th  century  and  concluded  that  the  sceattas  fell  into 
two  groups,  the  one  English,  the  other  Frisian.  The  most 
likely  date  of  deposition  was  c.  715-720.  Attention  was 
drawn  to  some  unusual  pieces,  in  particular  a  sceatta 
inscribed  fit  /  rv  die-linked  to  a  piece  of  the  moneyer 
Aroaldus  and  a  Merovingian  denier  struck  in  palacio 
by  the  moneyer  Nadrebertus. 

British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  January  meeting,  Mr. 
Graham  Dyer  read  a  paper  on  “The  Proposed  Coinage 
of  Edward  VIII”.  The  speaker  first  explained  the 
position  on  the  accession  of  King  Edward  VIII.  The 
King  had  refused  to  conform  with  the  accepted  tradition 
that  his  head  on  the  coins  should  face  the  opposite  way 
to  that  of  his  father,  George  V.  The  medallist  Mr.  Paget, 
whose  head  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  on  his  Master  Mariner 
Medal  had  already  attracted  attention  was  asked  by  the 
Royal  Mint  to  design  a  head  of  the  King  for  the  new 
coinage.  Another  head  was  designed  by  Mr.  Mc.Millan, 
R.A.,  but  the  King  preferred  the  work  of  Air.  Paget, 
and  his  head  appeared  on  the  obverses  of  the  patterns 
of  the  new  coinage,  which  were  struck  shortly  before 
the  abdication.  The  reverses  of  the  last  coinage  of 
King  George  V  had  been  designed  by  Air.  Kruger  Gray, 
and  the  Royal  Mint  asked  him  to  design  the  reverses  of 
the  new  coinage.  Air.  Gray  used  conventional  heraldic 
designs.  The  King  preferred  the  designs  of  Air.  Wilson 
Parker,  these  being  of  royal  animals,  but  the  work  of 
Mr.  Gray  was  finally  selected. 

Mr.  Dyer  then  went  on  to  discuss  the  proposed  bronze 
coinage.  The  first  design  for  the  penny  had  included  a 
battleship,  but  this  was  left  out,  mainly  for  political 
purposes.  New  reverses  were  selected  for  the  halfpenny 
and  farthing.  The  speaker  explained  the  reasons  that  led 
to  the  introduction  of  the  new  coin,  the  brass  3  penny 
piece,  and  also  the  circumstances  under  which  a  very 
small  number  of  pattern  3  penny  pieces  leaked  into 
circulation. 

Finally,  Air.  Dyer  mentioned  the  gold  coins  for  the 
proof  sets.  Unlike  those  of  George  VI,  these  were  to 
have  milled  edges,  and  so  would  have  been  proofs, 
and  not  patterns.  No  half  sovereign  was  to  be  included 
in  the  proof  sets. 

The  new  coinage  was  in  an  advanced  state  when 
King  Edward  VIII  abdicated  in  December  1936.

Alore  than  eighty  members 
and  guests  were  at  the  Tavistock  Banqueting  Rooms, 
Charing  Cross  Road,  London,  on  the  24th  November, 
1972,  for  a  Dinner  to  celebrate  the  twenty-fifth  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  formation  of  the  Club  in  1947. 

Guest  of  Honour  was  Dr.  Philip  Whitting,  and  other 
guests  included  Aliss  Alarion  Archibald,  of  the  British 
Museum,  and  Mr.  and  Airs.  Geoffrey  Haines. 

In  proposing  the  Toast  of  the  London  Numismatic 
Club,  Dr.  Whitting  recalled  how  inpressed  he  had  been 
with  what  the  Club  did  in  practical  ways  in  the  period 
of  the  Coin  Days  and  how  later  one  of  his  lectures  to  it 
had  been  instanced  in  a  well-known  coin  monthly  as  the 
kind  of  talk 'that  drove  prospective  coin  enthusiasts 
away  from  societies !  But,  in  spite  of  this,  the  Club  had  a 
fine  record  of  growth  and  achievement  behind  it. 


Now  it  should  look  to  the  future — perhaps  to  support 
a  scheme  for  cataloguing  provincial  museum  collections 
recently  worked  out  by  Michael  Broome  for  the 
British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies ;  to’spreading 
knowledge  of  Oriental  coins  and  possibly  to  sponsoring 
one-day  schools  in  such  matters  in  these.  In  the  last 
twenty-five  years  scholars  had  come  to  recognise  coins 
as  an  important  source  of  artistic  and  historical,  let  alone 
economic,  evidence,  but  this  meant  that  the  responsibility 
rested  on  coin  societies  to  promote  numismatic  work  of  a 
high  standard,  not  just  haphazard  magpie  collections. 
Dr.  Whitting  ended  by  thanking  the  Club  for  its  work 
for  numismatics  in  the  past  and  wished  it  success  in  the 
next  twenty-five  years,  which  no  doubt  would  hold 
plenty  of  stubborn  problems. 

The  President,  Mr.  Robert  Bridge,  thanked  Air. 
Whitting  and  said  that  in  1947,  largely  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Seaby  family,  the  London  Club  had  been 
formed,  not  in  competition  with  but  as  an  alternative 
to  the  two  learned  societies  who  meet  in  the  same  City. 
The  aim  of  the  new  Club  was  to  provide  an  association 
with  a  friendly  atmosphere  where  numismatists,  both 
advanced  and  beginners,  would  be  equally  at  home. 
There  were  fifty  founder  members,  most  of  whom  were 
already  members  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society  or 
Fellows  of  the  Royal,  and  these  included  the  senior  staff 
of  Spink  and  Baldwin  who,  with  the  Seaby  family, 
have  constantly  helped  the  Club  in  all  its  twenty-five 
years  of  existence. 

The  President  concluded  by  thanking  the  Guest  of 
Honour  and  also  those  officers  who  had  been  responsible 
for  arranging  the  dinner.  He  then  proposed  the  toast  of 
the  guests.  After  the  dinner  there  followed,  for  the 
particular  benefit  of  the  ladies  present,  a  display  of 
ancient  jewellery  and  a  brief  talk  about  the  pieces 
exhibited,  by  Mr.  Garth  Cooper,  of  F.  R.  Cooper 
and  Sons,  of  Colchester.
